ARE. BREAKING 


Reassuring News in Regard 
lo the Russo-Japanese 
sicuaton 


AMICABLE SETTLEMENT 
SEEMS TQ BE PROBABLE 


Russia, However, Is Rushing 50,000° 
Troops, Nurses, Physicians and 
Hospital Supplies to the 
Orient—Manchurian 
Question Closed. 


Yokohama, October 13.—All reports em- 
anating from Shanghai of the opening of 
hostilities between Japan and Russia, 
etc., may be dismissed as absurd, Russo- 
Japanese affairs are marking time. The 
second secretary of the Russian legation 
left Tokio October !2 with secret dis- 
patches for the Russian viceroy of the 
Far East, Admiral Alexieff. An import- 
ant conference of veteran Japanese 
statesmen, including the Marquis Ito, was 
held at the premier’s office today. 

Amicable Settlement Predicted. 

Berlin, October 1!13.—The foreign office 
here now looks upon the situation in 
the Far East as being less grave. Bota 
Japan and Russia appear willing to ar- 
range a modus vivendi 
rea, which c 


concerning Ko- 
wntre -=7 «ot Manchuria, 
is the extreme point of differenca. tus 
sia, it is asserted, would consider it a 
casus belli were Japan to land troops at 
Ma-San-Pho. Count Inoye, the Japanese 
minister, says everything in the dispute 
between Japan and Russia will be set- 
tled amicably. 

The foreign office says no secret agree- 
ment exists between Russia and Germany 
relative to east Asia and that the only 
agreement concerning east Asia which 


Germany has is that of 1900 with Great | 


Britian. The correspondence respecting 
this agreement has been fully published. 

The Rome correspondent of The Cologne 
Gazette says that it is now. certain that 
the proposed visit of the czar to Rome 
has not only been postponed, but that it 
has been completely abandoned. 


Russia Hurries Troops to East. 
St. Petersburg, October »13.—Russia is 
now transporting 50,000 troops, nurses, 
physicians and hospita) supplies to the 


Far East. The present strength of, the 
Russian army there is reliably reported 
to be 283,000 men. Officers detailed for 
duty in the Orient have ‘been forbidden to 
take their wives. 

The foreign office says it has no offi- 
cial confirmation of the reported disem- 
barkation of Japanese troops at Ma-San- 
Pho. 

Regarding Manchuria, the foreign of- 
fice states that the question is at pres- 
ent closed. 

The existing situation is the fauk of 
the Chinese, Japanese and British. 

If China desired to reopen the negotia- 
tions and accept certain conditions the 
situation could still be changed, as Rus- 
sia is not rooted to the soil and could 
leave it if she liked. 


Reassuring News Received. 

London, October 13.—Baron Hayashi, 
the Japanese minister here, has received 
reassuring news from Japan with refer- 
ence to the situation in the Far Bast. 
He says his telegram indicates that there 
is no need whatever for alarm and adds 
that the message was not a reply to 
anything he had cabled, so he thinks it 
was probably sent because of the alarm- 
ist rumors which have been in circula- 
tion in Europe and which finally reached 
Japan. - 

The trend of today's early information 
regarding the Far Eastern situation is 
less alarming. The Frankfurter Zeitung, 
whose sensational announcement of the 
occupation of Ma-San-Pho by Japan yes- 
terday occasioned disquiet, today pub- 
Tishes a telegram from Shanghai saying 
there is no confirmatic of the reported 
occupation of that place. regarding the 
Russian-Japanese negotiation at Tokio 
concerning the evacuation of Manchuria 
give the impression that the political sit- 
uation in Japan is quiet. 

The Koelnische Zeitung also prints a 
reassuring telegram from St. Petersburg 
repeating a telegram from Port Arthur, 
stating that the Viceroy Alexieff has is- 
sued a contradiction of the reported 
movement of Japanese troops to Korea. 

United States Won’t Interfere. 

Washington, October 13.—Beaause of 
necessary repairs, the crulser New Or- 
leans has arrived at Yokohama for over- 
hauling. In View of the situation in the 
Far East every effort will be made to re- 
pair the vessel without docking her. Care 
will be taken by Rear Admiral Evans, 
commanding the Asiatic fleet, in the 
movements of his vessels, that the United 
States may not have even the appear- 
ance of a desire to become involved in the 
Russo-Japanese quarrel. 

It may be stated, however, that the 
American fleet in the event of a war be- 
tween these two nations, will be a cCjiuse 
observer of the conflict. 


‘YELLOW FEVER AT LAREDO. 


Record Shows an Increase in Number 
of Deaths. 


Laredo, Tex., October..13.—The yellow 
fever epidemic still continues to drag 
along, each day showing a number of 
new cases. The record for the past twen- 
ty-four hours shows an increase in the 
number of deaths, the number which oc- 
curred today being the largest for any 
one day since the breaking out of the 
disease. 

The official bulletin lesued at the office 
of the state health department tonight is 
as follows: New cases, 28; deaths, 4: 
total] number of cases to date, 273; total 
number of deaths to date, !4.

N INDIANAPOLIS 


Capital of Hoosier State Re- 
deemed from Republican Rule 


Unofficial Returns Indicate the Elec- 
tion of Holtzman, the Demo- 
cratic Candidate for Mayor, 
Over Bookwalter, the 
Republican. 


' Tndiahapolfs, .fid.> Uctober rs.—unoft- 
cial returns from the Indianapolis city 
election indicate the election of John W. 
Hioltzman, democratic candidate for may- 
or, over Charles A, Bookwalter, present 
repubilcan mayor, and candidate for re- 
election. The rest of the ticket is very 
doubtful. The democratic committee is 
confident of victory though the election 
has not been conceded by the republicans. 
They insist that it will require the offi- 
cial vote to decide. 

The campaign has been one of the most 
spirited in the history of the city and 
the vote polled was the heaviest ever 
cast here, A strong republican following 
did not support Mayor B6okwalter on 
account of antagonism to the adminis- 
tration. 


BABY REPUBLICS 
PREPARE FOR WAR 


Nicaragua and Guatemala 
Avainst Honduras and Salvador, 


Guatemalan Soldiers, Supported by 
Artillery, Are Marching on Sal- 
vador—Salvador Is Busy 
Organizing an 
Army. - 


Panama, October 1[3.—According tu 


news received here from Central Amer- 
ica, President Zelaya, of Nicaragua, and 
President Estrada Cabrera, of Guate- 
mala, are preparing to declare war 
against Salvador and Honduras. Ten 
thousand Guatemalan soidiers are report- 
ed to be marching toward the Salvador- 
ean frontier with a powerful force of ar- 
tillery. ’ 

At Santa Ana, 35 miles northwest of 
San Salvador, a Salvadorean army is be- 
ing organized under General Regaldao. 
Many war elements have been transport- 
ed from the port of Acajutia to La Un- 
ion. which is near the Nicaraguan fron- 
tier. Nicaragua emigrants are receiving 
arms from General Regaldao, which have 
been transported to Amapala. 

It is reported that Salvador and Hon- 
duras will back the liberal movement in 
Nicaragua headed by Dr. Francisco Bace, 
against President Zelaya. 


FAITH HEALING 
UNDER THE BAN 


New York Court of Appeals 
Brands It Il- 
legal. 


Albany, N. Y., October 13.—Especial 
interest attaches to the decision handed 
down today by the court of appeals in 
the case of the People v. Pierson, de- 
claring dependence upon faith healing 
in the case of sickness to be criminal 
negligence. Pierson lives at White 
Plains, and early in 190! was sentenced 
to $500 fine or five hundred days’ im- 
prisonment for criminal Neglect in fail- 
ing to provide a licensed physician to at- 
tend his 16-months-old adopted daughter 
in a case of bronchial pneumonia, which 
afterward proved fatal. The conviction 
was secured under the penal code. 

In its opinion, written by Judge Haight, 
the court of appeals says: 

“The section of the code under which 
the indictment was found contemplates 
that there are persons upon whom the 
law casts a duty of caring for minors. 

“We are aware that there are people 
who believe that the Divine power may 
be evoked to hea] the sick, and that faith 
is all that is required. There are others 
who belféve that the Creator has sup- 
plied the earth, nature’s store house, 
with everything that man may want 
for his support and maintenance, includ- 
ing the restoration and preservation of 
his health, and that he is left to work 
out his own salvation, under fixed nat- 
ural laws. There are still otbers who 
believe that Christlanity and science go 
hand in hand, both preceding from the 
Creator, that science is but the agent 
of the Almighty, through which he ac- 
complishes results, and that both science 
and Divine power may be invoked to- 
‘gether to restore diseased and suffering 
humanity. But, sitting as a court of 
law for the purpose of construing and 
determining the meaning of statutes, we 
have nothing to do with variances in 
religious belief, and have no power to 
determine which is correct. We place no 
limitations upon the power of the mind 
over the body, the nower of faith to 
dispel disease, or the pOwer of the B8u- 
preme Being to heal the sick. We mere- 


ly declare the law as given us by’ gie 
legisiature. We find no error on tne

SUN 1S COVERED 
BY MANY SPOTS 


Largest Group Ever Known 
Now Visible—Disturbed 
Region Large. 


Washington, October [3.—The United 
States naval observatory today made ob- 
servations of the extraordinary group of 
solar spots now visible on the sun, the 
largest group discovered in the last 
decade. The observations are under the 
direction of George H. Peters, who made 
the following statement today: 

“The enormous group was again ob- 
served with a photo-heliograph yesterday 
and today. The individual spots com- 
prising the group have become less nu- 
merous, some of the smaller spots hav- 
ing consolidated with others. The group 
consists of about nine spots in all and 
now shows indications of condensing into 
two principal spots Or groups somewhat 
separated. Yesterday the total length 
of the disturbed region was 172,000 milles, 
with a width of about 59,000 miles. The 
aggregate length of the principal spots 
is 123,000 miles. The group was easily 
seen by the naked eye at the naval ob- 
servatory by several of the astronomers 
and ought to be a conspicuous object for 
several days yet. A brilliant aurora was 
observed last evening, 4a bright glow in 
the heavens near the northern horizon. 
while intense streams shot up toward 
the zenith. These conspicuous auroras 
often accompany the appearance of large 
sun spots. The magnetic conditions of 
the earth are affected, procmeetngs consid- 
erable disturbance 0 the magnetic 
needle.”’

Perhaps, after all, this preliminary cur- 
tain raiser is the real attraciion of. the. 
night. And if the part of the principals 
is more or less unimportant, it is the 
work of the great chorus and the stage 
settings that are quite the feature of 
the performance. 

You who are among those present have 
probably fixed up some caption for this 
particular Society skit, but it is quite 
possible that “The Lady or the Horse’ 
will prove as pertinent a title as any. 
Incidentally, this particular curtain 
raiser has to do entirely with The Lady. 

A word about the stage settings. The 
management have evidently given this 
part of the production their especial at- 
tention and the Coliseum is rejoicing in 
her Sunday best. The orange and black 
is everywhere. One of the most striking 
effects has been introduced that rivals all 
precedent. It is the sweet fragrance of 
blossoms that drift with every change 
in the currents of air that sweep across 
the enclosure. Now it is the delicious 
perfume of violets, now roses and now 
the pungent, earthy fragrance vf bril- 
liant chrysanthemums al! mingling in a 
potpourt that rivals the myrrh and spices 
of the east. 

Gowns Beautiful and Varied. 

The opening chorus finds these Amer- 
ican Beauty girls, violet girls and chry- 
santhemum girls seated in box stalls that 
completely surround the tanbark stage 
in two great semicircles. In and among 
these boxes moves in a never-ending pa- 
rade the other part of the chorus—men 
in Tuxedos or long top coats and opera 
hats. But if there is a sameness in the 
conventional black of these’ particular 
costumes it is more than dissipated by 
the brilliancy and color of the toilets of 
the other part. 

There is an instant’s hush in the ripple 
of conversation. ‘Miladi’’ approaches. 


Magnificent gowned and as 
she moves slowly down the prom- 
enade aisle that separates the 
boxes and arena, it is to be followed 
by a train of courtiers that vie with each 
other for the privilege of being accounted 
her special escort. 

Certain it is that this one is not of 
the chorus. Rather she is a social star 
whose brilliancy and beauty together with 
her position as a leader finds her name 
well to the fore on the evening's pro- 
gramme, which is to be read in a glance 
at the occwpants of the long line of stalls. 
Again and again she nods the short, 
snappy bow of recognition from behind 
her lorgnettes or to the more favored 
ones smiles a more familiar acknowledg- 
ment. Her journey is often interrupted 
with frequent exclamations of “charmed 
to see you, my dear. Don't forget were 
looking for you tomorrow night and don't 
fail to drag that stupiéd husband of yours 
along. He’s really awfully clever, you 
know, and absolutely essential.’’ 

To which the recipient of this some- 
what backhanded compliment smiles sig- 
nificantly and accepts with well feigned 
apathy, But there is in his glance of 
marked approval in the direction of the 
trim figure a guarantee that he will be 
among those present on that particular 
Necasion.

No Room on Police Force for 
Those Who Refuse To Exe- 
cule Orders. 


MAYORS REPRIMAKD GIVER 
N PRESENCE OF THE FORCE 


Men Impressed with Idea That the 
Chief Must Be Chief in Fact. 
False Rumors Must Stop. 
Applause Follows 
Address. 


“Do your duty and obey the chief, or 
get off the force,’”’ was the keynote of 
Mayor Evan P. Howell’s reprimand ad- 
ministered yesterday to Police Captains 
Z. B. Moon and John Thompson in the 
presence of their brother officers and men 
of the entire department, because they 
were found guilty, the latter of insubordi- 
nation and the former of insubordination 
and spreading false reports, 

Mayor Howell's reprimand was admin- 
istered in accordance with the finding of 
the police board which had imposed also 
Sentences of sixty days’ suspension upon 
Captain Moon and thirty days’ suspension 
upon Captain Thompson. 

The scene was the police court room; 
the time 4 o'clock in the afternoon. Seat- 
ed around the bench graced daily by 
Judge Broyles were the members of the 
police commission with the exception of 


| Captain J. W. English, Chairman Amos 


Fox presided, while Mayor Howell oc- 
ecupied a chair to his right. Upon the 
Weht also were Commissioners Jones and 
Day; to the left Commissioners Brother- 
ton and Johnson. Councilyian Terrell, 
chairman of the police committee, was 
also there. Before the bench within and 
without the railing, sat officers and men, 
practically the entire police force with the 
exception of those few whom duty kept 
upon the streets. Perhaps there were 200 
policemen, supernumerartes and others at- 
tracted by interest or curiosity. But the 
outsiders were few. | 

Captains Moon and Thotapseon oecupted > oF 
seats to the left of Chairman Fox, but © = 
upon the floor. They objected to “their. ’ te? 
photographs being taken by a photogra- 
pher who came for a picture of the en- 
tire scene and at the suggestion of Mayor 
Howell they retired for a moment from 
within the railing. The picture taken, thé 
two officers returned. 

“Gentlemen,’’ said Chairman Fox, -call- 
ing for order, “the mayor of the city is 
going to make a few rémarks at the re- 
quest of the board on discipline. I hope 
you will ail profit by his talk.’’ 

Chief Ball, at Mayor Howell’s request, 
told Captains Moon and Thompson to 
take the seats on the floor below the 
platform just to the rigtt of the chair and 
just in front of where the mayor stood in 
delivering his address. 


An Impressive Scene. 

While Mayor Howell spoke intense si- 
lence prevailed and rapt attention was 
given him. Every eye was upon him; 
faces spoke approval of his advice, 

Mayor Howell made it clear that the 
chief of the police department must be 
obeyed as such; without obedience to su- 
perior officers no organization can stand. 
The chief of the force must be chief in 
fact, not in name alone. Obedience to 
orders will be insisted upon; those who 
object to this have the option of re- 
signing. Insubordination, the mayor de- 
clared, will not be tolerated; it will mean 
dismissal from the service. : 


Question of Merit, Not Pull. 
The mayor said he wag satisfied condi- 
tions in the department were coming to @ 
point where promotions would result from 
merit and not from pull that a man might 


have upon the commissioners. Members 
of the force know the difference between 
right and wrong, and if they do not they 
should leave the force, and leave it quick. 
Mayor Howell enjoined upon the officers 
and men the duty of reporting to the 
chief any false rumors or reports concern- 
ing the department. Such things tend to- 
ward disorganization and they should be 
run to cover and the responsibility for 
them properly placed. In military life 
there is no alternative for a man but to 
obey the orders of a superior officer; Ne 
must do it or answer for his neglect of 
duty. The members of the police force in 
this respect have an advantage over th? 
militia: if they object to obeying the or- 
ders given them they can resign and make 
way for some one who will. 

No member of the force listened more 
intently to the remarks of Mayor Howell 
than did Captain Thompson. Not once did 
he lower his eyes. Captain Moon likewise 
gave close attention, but once exhibited 
signs of nervousness, taking from his 
pocket what seemed to be a brief official 
communication, scanning it hurriedly and 
then returinng it to his coat pocket. — 

At the conclusion of the mayor's ad- 
dress there was dignified applause, the 
applause of evident sincere approval. The 
men filed out in an orderly manher and 
routine duties were promptly resumed.

“Mr. Chairman, Officers and Men of the 
Police Force of the City of Atlanta; An 
unpleasant duty has been assigned me, 
and it makes no difference how unpleas- 
ant it ie, it is the duty of every man to 
perform his duty, or get out of the place 
and make way for somebody else who 
can perform it.

TOWN SACKED 
BY FRENCH MOE 


Atmentieres Given Up to Riot 
Pillage and Arson, 


Shops Are Wrecked and Two Banks 
Are Looted—The Troops for 
Hours Were Unable To Re- 
strain the Mob—Women 
Among the Rioters. 


Armentieres, North France, October 13. 
This town was today given up to riot, 
plilage and incendiarism as a consequence 
of the weavers’ strike. Nothing this 
morning foretold the serious disturbances 
about to occur, but at noon the strikers, 
not receiving answers to their demands 
from the employers, broke out into the 
wildest excesses. A mob of 6,000 gather- 
2d in the great square and urged the 
troops stationed there to throw down 
-heir arms, shouting, “Down with pa- 
triotism.”’ : 

The rioters fhen spread through the 
orincipal streets, breaking the windows 
of the stores, dragging out the huge 
lisplay rolls of linen, which they stretch- 
ed across the streets with the object of 
impeding the advance of cavalry. They 
wrecked shops, sacked the houses of 
persons obnoxious to the ringleaders and 
attacked the banks, in two of which 
they succeeded in stealing a few hyndred 
dollars from the tills, | 

The troops, hampered by the obstruc- 
tions thrown in their way by the riot- 
ers, were for a long time unable to dis- 
perse the mob. 

Finally a determined charge by the lan- 
cers restored temporary quiet. 

After dark the rioters tore up the 
Sewer gratings and paving stones and 
stretched wires across the streets. Wom- 
en brought piles of empty bottles for 
use as missiles, while boys swarmed up 
the larp posts and extinguished the gas 
jets. In spite of the efforts of the sol- 
diers, the rioters then proceeded to sack 
the houses, dragging out the furniture, 
saturating it with petroleum and setting 
fire to it in the street. Fire was put to 
two houses belonging to the strikers’ em- 
ployers and one big factory. 

By midnight, however, the troops and 
police had gained the upper hand and 
dispersed the mob, The streets are now 
deserted, except for the armed patrols. 
The authorities are taking measures to 
ascertain the names of the ringleaders 
in the riots. As a result of the inter- 
vention of the priests the strike leaders 
have decided to submit the employers’ 
lerms to a referendum of the workmen 
tomorrow.

ROSEBERY JABS 
CHAMBERLAIN 


He Says the Proposed Fiscal 
Policy Would Dislocate 
Empire, 


London, October 13.—Lord Rosebery 
spoke tonight at Sheffield, whither he 
went in order to definitely record his op- 
position to Mr. Chamberlain’s fiscal pol- 
icy. 

He was greeted with the utmost en- 
thusiasm by an immense audience, which 
he held in rapt attention for an hour and 
a half. 

His lordship delivered a characteristic 
speech of brilliant rhetorical denuncia- 
tion of protection, interspersed with 
clever and caustic allusion to Mr. Cham- 
berlain and the predicament in which he 
had placed the government. 

The earl sald he doubted if thete had 
ever been any fiscal injury. The min- 
istry had probably investigated not the 
nation’s commerce, but the constituen- 
cies. He deprecated a policy of retalia- 
tion which would land the empire in a 
contest with any nation in the civilized 
world. He held that free trade had not 
failed, but had been a great success. The 
new policy, instead of solidifying, would 
tend to dislocate and probably dissolve 


the empire. 
In reference to Mr. Balfour’s attempt 


to gag parliamentary discussion of the 


fiscal problem he said: 

“You cannot prevent a storm by sit- 
ting on the barometer.”’ 

His lordship was loudly cheered when 
he declared that the prospect of worse 
relations with the United States, Ger- 
many, Russia and France was not allur- 


ing to him.

Mobile, Ala., October 13.—News reached 
here today that two privates stationed at 
Fort Morgan were drowned by the over- 
turning of a yacht, in which they and 
two other soldiers started from Fort 
Morgan last Saturday for Fort Gaines, 
Fla., to relieve two soldiers stationed 
there. 

The names of the men drowned are Esau 
Jeffries and William Rice. 

The boat was capsized near Fort 
Gaines by a strong norther and the men 
hung on to the boat until late at night, 
when Jeffries became discouraged and 
gaid he was going to strike out and swim 


to Fort Morgan. 

Despite the entreaties of his comrade, 
he réleased his hold and was drown- 
ed. 

Early Sunday morning Rice became ex- 
,hausted, could no longer hold on and 
drowned. 

Sergeant John Webber and Sergeant 
Clarence Purcell hung on to the boat. 
which drifted onto Sand island at 7 
o'clock Sunday night. Nearly exhausted, 
they reached the ‘light housekeepers’ 
lodge, where they were sheltered until 
rescued yesterday by a government steam- 
er. |

one of you until this trial took place. 
Your refusal to make a report to your 
chief when he asked you probably w4s 
not intended, as you said, but it was dis- 
Obedience of orders. You refused to com- 
ply with the request that he made for @ 
report about a thing that he was inter- 
ested in; you have been tried, your wit- 
nesses havé been heard, and the unani- 
mous verdict of the police commissioners 
was that you were guilty of insubordina- 
tion in making that refusal. 

“Now, I want to state that everybody 
makes mistakes sometimes, but there is 
no more grievous mistake in the world 
than the lack of obedience on the part 
of men to their superior officers. There 
is no organization in this world that can 
stand if this is permitted to go on. All 
the trouble in this world that has come 
since the creation, has come from the 
disobedience of orders of superiors and 
insubordination. I don’t think your crime 
was such as would bring about a dis- 
charge from your duties, but if it is per- 
sisted in it certainly will result in that 
for every man and every o@cer on this 
force, because you cannot expect the 
preservation of discipline in the force, or 
have a g00d police force if disobedience 
of orders is permitted, and I believe At- 
lanta today has as good a police force 
as there is in the United States, and 
wher I say that I mean the world. We 
have soMe men, probably, who don't de- 
serve to be here. I tell you they will not 
remain in their positiong very long. You 
have got to obey the chief's orders a8 
you should. There is but one way, geén- 
tlemen{ and that is if you don’t want to 
do it you can tender your resignations 
to the board and they will be accepted. 
But if any superior officer and any man 
that is over you does anything toward 
you that you think is culpable, you have 
just as much right to bring him before 
the police board and have him tried for 
it as they have to bring you. That is 
your way out of it. 

Must Obey the Chief. 

“Now, so far as you have disobeyed 
in this instance, I want to say that I 
think the decision of the board was 
proper and there was no dissenting vOice 
in it. I regret as much as you do the 
necessity for calling your attention to it 
and giving this talk in the nature of a 
reprimand. You may not like your supe- 
rior. officer, but that does not enter into 
this questiOn as to whether you should 
Obey him or not; because when you go 
into the force and put yourselves in that 
position you take an oath, or you have 
promised these Officers that you are going 
tO obey the rules and perform your duties, 
you are there to do the very vest you 
can do, 

"I want to say to these men that there 
have been a great many more rumors 
about dissensions in the board and dis- 
sensions among the memberg of the police 
force than I believe exist. I don’t be- 


lieve that there are the dissensiongs and 


| the favoritism here that a great many 


men think exists. Certainly they have 
not existed since I have been connected 
with the board. I cannot recollect an 
instance where there has been any fa- 
voritism shown by anybody, but it has 
been rumored around that there are cer- 
tain officers and police whom the board 
will stand by if any trouble comes up, 
but I tell you that the result of this trial 
shows me as plain as the noSe on a man’s 
face that if there is any dereliction of 
duty, whether by a sergeant or captain 
or the chief of police, you will be dealt 
with just aS you ought to be dealth with, 
by this board that is here before you. 
Now, the officers of this police force 
have ever had the hearty -cooperation of 
every go0d man. There is not a man on 
this force who doesn’t know right from 
wrong. If he does not know right from 
wrong~«he has got no business on the 
force and the quicker he gets off of it 
the better it will be for him and the com- 
munity. You all know what is. right, 
and you all know what is wrong, and you 
must act right when it comes to where 
you are in conflict with the people, or 
with the officers or other members of this 
police department. A bumble bee can 
break up a Campmeetimg. You can take 
one or two men and iet them use their 
tongues and talk about the officers and 
the police force and start rumors and do 
things they ought not to do and you can 
demoralize the force. You all know that. 
You know what is right and what Is 
wrong. lf you hear anything that is cir- 
culated that is calculated to” prejudice 
the police force of Atlanta it is your 
duty to report it, and if you don’t do 
it you are not a good policeman. I don’t 
mean that you Ought to report every lit- 
tle idle rumor that is going around, but 
I say you know what to report, and if 
you don’t you have no business on the 
police foree, 


Chief Musi: Be Upheld. 

“I believe the officers of the police force 
Should be surrounded with all authority 
that is necessary to regulate the force 
of Alianta. I believe the chief ought 
to be allowed to reguiate the force ac- 
cording to the rules of the department, 
and ought to be upheld by every man 
under him. If he is not the right man 
bring charges against him and let him 
be tried. No man is going to do things 
that are improper for him as an officer 
or policeman without being brought be- 
fore the tribunal that is properly organ- 
ized to try him. I think and I believe 
it is coming to that point where a man 
will be promoted for the merit that is 
in the man, not the pull that he may 
have upon the commissioners, not the 
private information he may have, and 
that is the way it ought to be, so that 
men, when they perform their duty, will 
be promoted. It may’be some time be- 
fore they will get that promotion, but 
if they are patient about {it it will come, 
and it ought to be the duty of the chief 
of police to promote men who deserve 
and merit it, whether he likes them or 
not. If tise rules are adopted they 
will be promoted and no man can iose 
hig place that does his duty honestly 
ang faithfully. I am in favor.of clothing 
ithe chief with all the authority that is 
necessary; I am in favor of clothing the 
captains with all the authority that is 
necessary, and the sergeants and the po- 
licemen. They have got to use their 
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snow, rain, wind, none of these can hurt the torch or put it out,

man who snatches a fellow up whether 
he Ought to be arrested or not that is 
performing his duty. You have g2t to 
exercise a certain amount of discretion, 
and I know of no more important office 
in the city of Atlanta than the office 
of a policeman. There are certain things 
he can overlook, and there are certain 
things he cannot overlook, and there are 
certain things you have got to overlook; 
but in the performance of your duty let 
nothing be overlooked that will do harm 
to your neighbors and the citizens of this 
town; and do not make yourself pestifer- 
ous in doing it, but do your duty, and 
you will find every good man in this 
town will stand by you until your heels 
fly up. 
Merit Alone Should Count. 

“I don’t allow my personal feeling to 
put a man, simply because he is for me, 
on the police force. I have sworn to do 
what I think is for the best interests 
and fill the needs of the city of Atlanta. 
I have had men to come to me and say 
this man or that man ‘voted for you 
when you were a candidate.’ It has pot 
had a particle of effect on me, I don’t 
care how you voted. If you voted for’ 
me I am not going to be on your side 
whether you are right or wrong on the 
police force. You made a mistake if 
you thought so; I am not going to do it. 
I am going to do the best I can for the 
city of Atlanta, and if I have an enemy 
here, who is the worst enemy I have in 
the world, I would not displace him 
from his position on account of his feel- 
ing toward me, or mine toward him, if 
he is performing his duty. I never have 
done it, and I never will do it in the 
future. The only thing for you to do is 
to discharge your duty honestly and 
faithfully, judging between the right and 
the wrong, and clinging to the right. 

“About the board and the police force 
of Atlanta, I have heard remarks made | 
about some men, but I don’t believe there 
is half the dissension that some think 
there is. All this about this man not 
doing right and that man not doing 
right is not the thinggito talk about. If 
you know an officer this force that 
is not doing his duty, and shows partial- 
ity, it is your duty to see that an officer 
of that kind is brought up and tried and 
punished at that trial, but not to try to 
punish him yourself. You cannot do 
that; it is not in your power to do it. 


Too Much fattling. 

“There has been a good deal of tattling 
going on here, I know, for I have heard 
it: a good deal of talk about this man 
not doing right and that may not doing 
right. That is not the way to settle these 
questions.

Some say the board is 
divided, and that we would be better off 
without it. It is just as necessary to have 
a board to try these men 4s it is to have 
a secretary of war. The secretary of war 
and the secretary of the navy carry on 
war. They don’t have anything to do 
about directing how things shall be done 
except if the officers of the army or the 
navy violate the rules they say who shail 
try them and how they shall be tried, 
and they prepare rules and regulations. 
There ig not a business in the world, 
and certainly there is nothing shaped like 
a military organization that can exist 
where there are dissensions among the 
men or officers. We know there are 
a great many people in this country 
who are in business and one partner is 
jealous of another partner. If they get 
to warring among themselves they are 
likely to fail. You may have a man over 
you that you have got no use for in the 
world; if he is your superior officer 
there is but one thing for you to do, and

The state further asks the jury to be | 


instructed that previous threats do not 
justify the taking of life, unless there 
is a demonstration at the time of the 
homicide. 

The defense asked that the jury be in- 
structed that the question to be deter- 
mined is whether or not any person of 
ordinary prudence and reason would have 
done as the defendant did, also that a 
Man may act on circumstances as they 
appear to him, account being taken of 
any threats that may have been com- 
municated to him, together with the ac- 
tions of the person making them when 
met. 

Colonel P. H. Nelson, for the defense, 
after addressing himself to the law, giv- 
ing the interpretation of the defense as it 
applies to this case, made a general re- 
view of the case, stating that it had 
been transferred to Lexington because of 
conditions adverse to the defendant in 
Richland county. Referring to the liberty 
of the press, he cited the libel law 
and decisions to show the extent of this 
liberty. He then spoke of the attitude of 
newspapers against the defendant. Fol- 
lowing defendent and N. G. Gonzales 
through the various incidents involving 
them, he defended his client’s course and 
critically reviewed the course of the late 
editor.

Colonel Crawford contend- 
ed, after summing up the testimony, that 
Mr. Gonzales was not armed, and that 
he made no demonstration. 

Colonel Croft, who closed for the de- 
fense, was the last attorney to address 
the jury today, speaking an hour and 
a half in a plea for the acquittal of 
the defendant. He has entered upon a 
general summary of the case. He said 
that it had been charged by the state 
that politics had been brought into the 
Case, declaring that the case originated 
In politics, dating back to 1890.

William M. Randall has been ordered 
to show cause before Judge Lumpkin 
why he should not be attached for con- 
tempt for alleged violation of an injunc- 
tion. 

The injunction was issued to restrain 
Randal] from interfering in any way with 
tenants renting certain property, which is 
in dispute. <A. Titlehgum, plaintiff in 
the injunction proceedings, now alleges 
that, in spite of this injunction, Randall 
has persisted in collecting $5 a month 
rent from R. ©.

The Fulton county grand jury held a 
short session yesterday without electing 
a successor to Justice Venable or taking 
up the investigation of the loan sharks. 
The jury adjourned until next Tuesday 
morning. 

It is understood that Justice Vena- 
ble has written a letter asking the jury 
to appoint him to succeed himself as the 
simplest way out of the difficulty which 
has arisen over the office. 

The grand jury is also considering an 
investigation of certain irregularities in 
eiections, alleged to have occurred in 
some of the country districts in this 
county. In regard to this, Tax Collector 
A. P. Stewart said yesterday: 

“T have frequently heard complaints 
that men who had not registered were al- 
lowed to vote in some of the country 
precincts. The man so. voting merely 
takes an oath that he has paid his 
taxes, and is then permitted to vote, 
though his name is not on the registration 
lists and his voting is illegal. This opens 
a wide door for fraud.” 


Judge Lumpkin yesterday denied the 
injunction prayed by A. D. Adair to 
restrain the city from tearing down a 
fence at the junction of Alabama street 
and the railroads. It was contended that 
this little piece of land belonged to Adair, 
but the contention was not sustained by 
the court. The plaintiff was represent- 
ed by Judge W. R. Hammond, and the 
city by City Attorney Mayson.

Atorneys Miller and Johnson 
on Trial in Federal Court 


Alleged That Miller, While in Postal 
Department, Accepted $4,500 
To Allow Use of the Mails 
to Turf Tipster 
Ryan. 


Cincinnati, October 1!3.—The first tria-: 
under about two dozen _§ indictmeftits 
against postoffice officials, secured in 
different parts of the country by the gov- 
ernment recently, was begun here to- 
day. Tne defendants are Daniel Voorhees 
Miller, of Terre Haute, Ind., formerly 
assistant attorney general for the post- 
office department at Washington, and 
his friend, Joseph M. Johns, an attorney 
at Rockville, Ind. 

The government charged a conspiracy 
between these defendants for the pur- 
pose of obtaining money from John J. 
Ryan, a turfman, with offices in Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis, for protecting him 
from postoffice officials in the use of 
the mails for his schemes. 

Miller claims absolute ignorance of 
any transaction that may have occurred 
between Ryan and Johns. 

Johns claims that he made an ordinary 
contract with Ryan as attorney to as- 
sist in securing a decision from the pos- 
tal department, after presentation of the 
case, 

Both defendants emphatically deny any 
understanding between themselves. or 
with Ryan or any conspiracy. 

While District Attorney Sherman Mr- 
Pflerson and his assistants, Moulinir and 
Darby, have been working on the case 
for some time, they were assisted today 
by Charles H, Robb, assistant attorney 
general for the postal department at 
Washington. D. C. Cochran, chief of 
postoffice inspectors, Inspectors Vickerv 
and Fulton, who arrested Miller and 
Johns, and others. The defendants have 
been indicted jointly on six counts of 
conspiring to secure a bribe from John 
J. Ryan & Company, of Cincinnati, and 
St. Louis. The government has called 
a dozen witnesses and the defense three 
times that many, so that it is not ex- 
pected that the arguments will be reached 
until the Jatter part of the week. The 
witnesses today were Richard M. Web- 
ster, a clerk in the legal department of 
the postoffice department ay Washing- 
tcn; J. M. iMorrow, telegraph operator 
at Rockville, Ind., and John J. Ryan, 
the latter being on the stand when court 
adjourned @ 

John J. Ryan, the star witness of the 
government, was on the witness stand 
from $8 o'clock until court adjourned. 
He gave a history and an explanation of 
his cooperative investment company, 
telling how he advertised in the papers 
and received answers with money by 
mail. Last November he was called on 
by postoffice inspectors, and soon after- 
wards received a notice from D. V 
Miller, assistant attorney for the post- 
office department, that his turf commis. 
sion operations were fraudylent. Later 
he had a hearing before Attorneys Chr&- 
iancy and Miller, on November Il, in 
Washington, where the whole matter 
was finally referred to Miller. At this 
meeting Ryan promised to reorganize 
his cooperative investment company, so 
that his operations as turf commissioner 
would come within the requirements of 
the postal laws. He continued, however, 
to have trouble and soon after his re- 
turn from Washington he received a 
letter from Joseph M. Johns, in which 
the latter sald he could be of Sefvice 
to him. After considerable correspond- 
ence by mail] and wire, they met in Terre 
Haute, where Ryan stated he registered 
under the name of Rose. Ryan was 
proceeding to repeat a conversation that 
took place when the two were alone in 
a room at Terre Haute, when he was 
stopped by an objection from Rulison 
to the witness testifying as to what 
Johns recited about Miller saying to him, 
Ryan was testifying that Johns claigmed 
to be close to Miller and able to advise 
Ryan what Miller had said could, or 
would, be done in the pending case. 
Court took the objection under advisg- 
ment until tomorrow at 9 @- m.

the address of Mayor Howell to the 
police force of the city, delivered yes- 
terday afternoon in compliance with 
the request of the board of police 
commissioners. 

The address embodies just the tonic 
and counsel ‘that the force needed at 
this juncture. The presence of two 
captains to be reprimanded for diso- 
bedience of orders made an unusual 
occasion and the presence of the ma- 
jor part of the force furnished the 
right audience for the feeling, earn- 
est and emphatic sentences uttered by 
the chief magistrate of the city. 

His warning to officers and men 
that the police force is regarded as 
the security of the peace and property 
of the citizens, that it is the equiva- 
lent of a military guard and that im- 
plicit faithfulness in obeying orders 
is essential to its morale and useful- 
ness were words that evidently no 
man can gainsay and that, it is to be 
hoped, the force will treasure and fol- 
low. 

The view of the mayor that the 
board of police commissioners is a 
body of gentlemen who will do their 
full and bounden duty in dealing with 
the department, without favoritism or 
prejudice, was emphasized by his own 
testimony of association © officially 
with them. He told the men plainly 
that merit is to be the rule of accepta- 
bility and promotion and assured 
them of his own confidence that no 
unworthy man car remain upon or 
prosper in the force by “pull” or out- 
side array of influence. 

The most important feature of the 
address was the expressed view that 
the chief should be clothed with the 
fullest authority to regulate and con- 
trol the force according to the rules 
of the department. Authority must be 
lodged in him and after that his or- 
ders must be rigidly obeyed and his 
responsibility to the governing board 


I be fixed. 


The board of police commissioners 
are men of affairs, keen-scented as to 
the verdicts of public opinion, and 
they must knov, that there is an over- 
whelming desire in the city for the 


reform so often urged—the absolute 


endowment of the chief with power 
to form, discipline and contro] the offi- 
cers and men under him: The occa- 
sion of which this is written furn!shes 
the reason and incentive for prompt 
decision in that direction. 


It is worth the trial and we are con- 
fident that if Chief Ball is thus equip- 
ped another humiliating scene in po- 
lice headquarters like that of yester- 
day will not be repeated for many 
years. Now is-the accepted time for 
the longed-for innovation to material- 
ize.

Dr. Thirkield’s Criticisms. 


The Rev. Wilbur P. Thirkield is a 
strong and forceful talker, and his 
sometime residence in the south is 
calculated to give weight to his criti- 
cisms of the penitentiary systems of 
the southern states. For some of his 
criticisms there is the same good 
ground that there is for criticism of 
any penitentiary system—none has 
yet been conceived that approaches 
perfection. The ideal system under 
which there is just the right amount 
of punishment and just the right 
amount of reformation for each con- 
vict will probably come with the mil- 
lennium. . 

The published extracts from the 
speech of Dr. Thirkield indicate « 
wholesale denunciation of the prison 
Systems of the southern states with- 
out discrimination between the good 
and bad, and without taking any ac- 
count of the marked reforms that the 
past decade have brought forth. He 
seems to be resting under the impres- 
sion that the relationship of the states 
to their convicts is the same as that 
established under the military govern- 
ment just after the civil war and 
which, from force of circumstances, 
had to be maintained during the years 
of poverty and hardship immediately 
following. The picture he draws of a 
system under which convicts are 
“sold to the highest bidder,” with the 
“bodies and souls” of convicts assign- 
ed to the lessees for the “exploitation 
of criminals for gain” may have been 
apt enough of the old lease plan first 
adopted in Georgia by General Ruger,

IS 15TH AMENDMENT VOID? 


The address of Hon. Caperton Braxton, 
a learned igwyer and able publicist, of 
Staunton, Va., delivered in August be- 
fore the Virginia Bar Association, em- 
bodies a historic and legislative account 
of the enactment of the famous, and to 
many Americans, the infamous “fifteenth 
amendment” to the constitution of the 
United States. 

Mr. Braxton, with facts and figures 
from indubitable record sources, traces 
the history of the origin of negro suf- 
frage in this country. He shows that of 
the thirty-four states comprising the 
union in 1861 there were but four—Ver- 
mont, Néw Hampshire, Massachusetts 
and New York—in which the privilege 
of negroes, or any. other than “white” 
persons, to vote was recognizable. 

Opposition Almost Universal. 


In fact, notwithstanding the growing 
and finally dominant anti-slavery senti- 
ment of the northern and new western 
states, even the abolitionists, barring the 
Garrjson wing, never advanced or advo- 
cated that the negroes, when emanci- 
pated, should be enfranchised, And when, 
afterwards, the endeavor was made to 
endow them with the ballot by state 
acthon the proposition was voted down in 
every case. In some states, although the 
republicans elected their tickets by great 
majorities, they defeated negro suffrage 
amendments by equally large majorities. 
Mr. Lincoln had opposed such suffrage 
in his speeches in the Lincoln-Douglas 
canvass, and early all the representative 
northern newspapers, lead by The New 
York Herald, had pronounced it @ con- 
summation that coyld never be carried 
out by a submission of it to the votes 
of the people. 

A Yoke for the South. 


This was the state of the question 
when the reconstruction congress came 
to deal with the issues of the war. Weil 
knowing that a time would soon arrive 
when American sentiment would com- 
pel the substitution of civil for military 
governments in the conquered south, the 
radicals of congress, headed by Wade, 
Stewart and Edmunds of the senate and 
Thad Stevens, Bingham and Boutwell, 
of the house, began to cast about for a 
way to keep the southern states in the 
hands of tke republican party. 

They devised the fifteenth amendment. 
The object of it was not, as now alleged, 
to enable the negro to defend his natural 
and legal rights, but the avowal was 
forced from its advocates at the time of 
its passage that it was to bind the south 
in impotency and keep it republican by 
negro supremacy,

The Clause Stricken Out. 


In the conference the arguments of 
Logan prevailed and the words ‘or hold 
office’’ were styicken from the amendment 
and it was then reported and driven 
through both houses at break-neck speed, 
because Senator Stewart—the same old 
Santa Claus Bill, of Nevada, who is in 
the senate yet—declared that if not passed 
then and gubmitted to the legislatures 
then sitting in many states, the onpor- 
tunity tq secure it in the constitution 
would be lost forever! 

But the fact remains that congress 
refused to protect the negro against 
exclusion from officeholding, and 
that any state of the union can now, 
without touching or violating the fif- 
teenth amendment, declare by law 
that no negro shall be competent to 
be elected to hold office within the 


state government! 
Is It Null and Voide 


By the records also Mr. Braxton shows 
that the passage of the fifteenth amend. 
ment act through congress was acom- 
plished by unconstitutional methods. As 
the. representation of the states then 
stood in the house the bill should have 
received 149 votes to have the required 
two-thirds, but the yeas were only 144. 
There were 66 senators. Two-thirds of 
them would have been 44. The amend- 
ment bill only received the votes of 39. 
But those present and not voting were 


excluded from the estimate and the bil! 


declared to bave received two-thirds of 
“those present and voting.” That is

While the reports from the Far East 
leave a scant hope that the pending dif-, 
ferencés between Russia and Japan can 
be reconciled and peace between them 
preserved by diplomay, both are ready 
for the fray. Russia must fall back, oF 
fight. She prefers to fight. Japan must 
submit to broken treaties and Russian 
ageress#ons memcing Korea and, thence 
Japan, or fight. And Japan is aching for 
a fight. , 


The Record-Breaking War. 

Wouldn't {€ make your heart jump to 
know that a war is on which may in- 
volve over one-half or say 800,000,000 of 
the entire population of the globe in its 
meshes and miseries? Yet, if the im- 
pending conflict between Russia and Ja- 
pan becomes as pervading as the politi- 
cians of the civilized wor!d believe, that 
is what we may be looking upon before 
the dawn of the holy Christmas morn. 

While it will figure in history as the 
Russo-Japanese war, it will involve 
France as the ally of Russia, Engiand as 
the ally of Japan, Germany as a Chinese 
lessee and China herself as the casus 
belli because of the coercion by which 
she has been overborne by Russia, anJ 
for whose independence ané4 territorial in- 
tegrity, as well as open doors to wor!d 
commerce, all those great powers and the 
United States stand pledged. Japan, be- 
ing first to feel the aggressions of the 
bear, has determined to demand the fui- 
fillment of the Rusaian treaty bonds, or 
force the arbitrament of arms. 


Japan’s Long-Standing Grievance. 

Most of our readers will remember that. 
in 1894 Japan and China fell afoul of 
each other and the little hornets of the 
isiand empire smashed the Chinese fleet 
to flinders with a rapidity and sea skill 
that amazed the nations and then whip- 
ped the pig-tailed armies of Kwang Su to 
a standstill. 

At the end of the war Japan occupied 
the province of Sheng-King and estab- 
lished a military and naval base at Port 
Arthur, near the point of the peninsular 
of Liaotung, commanding control of the 
Gulf of Pechilf. 

But Russia came to the front as the 
conservator of China and offered to save 
to her both her pride and her possessions. 
China agreed to the offer and Russia, 
having obtained the cooperation of 
France and Germany by the promise of 
“a piece of the pie’ to each, forced Japan 
for lack of a powerfu] ally, to abandon 
the southern shores of Manchuria, and to 
accept a cash indemnity and the island of 
Formosa in lieu of a permanent foothold 
on Chinese férritory. It exasperated the 
Japs to evacuate Port Arthur and see it 
occupied by the Russians, but one pluckv 
dwarf could not resist three burly brig- 
ands! 


Dividing “the Spoils. 


boots and baggage, and thus made an- 
other long stride in the march she began 
in 1555, by crossing the Ural mountains 
and setting her standards toward the Pa- 
cific ocean. For three centuries and a 
half Russia has steadily pursued the 
policy of gathering to herself all Siberia 
and Eastern Asia, just as within the last 
quarter of a century she has been press- 
ing slowly southward to take to herself 
Persia, Afghanistan and India. 

Germany took a ninety-nine years lease 
on the port of Kaio-Chou and a large cir- 
cle of territory around it.

China. 
England demanded a lease of Wel- 
Hai-Wei, across the strait from Port 
Arthur, with command of the Gulf of 
Pechili and the water route to Pekin. 

Such are the various positions and in- 
terests of those four powers on Chinese 
soil today. since Russia has failed to 
evacuate Manchuria and redeliver it is 
China on the 8th of this month, as she 
had agreed to do. 


Japan’s Paramount Interest. 

One may properly ask what interest 
Japan now has in all this affair? If 
China and the former allies of Russia are 
ecntent to see her abandon her pledges 
and retain Manchuria, what businese has 
Japan to clip in and make a gun play? 

In the first piace, Japan does not want 
all gouthe&stern Agia Rueasianized, its 
ports monopo.ized to the Slav, Korea ab- 
sorbed and Japanese colonization in that 
empire prevented, and especially she ob- 
jects to a possible future partition of 
China and segregation of the yellow peo- 
ples, of which Japan is now the leader 
and would be the unifier and protector. 

Japan has grown in half a century in 
all the art’, industrial and political, of 
Occidental civilization.
